REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The school board of Swanzey submit this year their 
ninth annual report, with which is also connected the report 
of the school treasurer. Our schools, with little exception, 
have proved as successful as could reasonably be expected, 
and, taken together, they compare well with. those of any 
other year under our present town system. 

We recognize the importance of having good teachers, 
and have endeavored to obtain those best fitted for their 
work and adapted to the particular schools they were engaged 
to teach. When a teacher has been changed from one school 
to another it has been done for the benefit of the school, or by 
request of teacher whose services we desired to retain in 
town. 

We report this year, in all the schools, 359 registered 
scholars, which is twenty-one more than attended school in 
town last year. Each school has an average of about one 
week more schooling than last year. By the selectmen’s 
enumeration in April last, there were 155 boys and 139 girls 
between the ages of five and fifteen years. There have been 
about the same number of children of these ages who have 
attended school during the year, but not as many during the 
three terms into which our schooling has been divided. 

The town raised at the last annual meeting $300 more 
for the support of schools than the year before, with the under- 
standing that a small percentage of the school money was to 
be used for the support and repair of school property, as 
nothing was raised at the school meeting for this purpose. 
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The amount of money raised, credited and appropriated for 
schools, etc., is shown in the treasurer’s report. 

In designating the different schools in town we have ad- 
hered to the numbers given under the old district system. Of 
the thirteen school houses and districts that once existed, Nos. 
3, 6, 12 and 13 were dropped from the list many years ago. 
There has been no school in No. 9 the past year. The few 
scholars in that district have been accommodated in Nos. 2 
and 10, and a few attended the adjoining school in North 
Richmond. ‘The school house and furnishings in No. 9 are 
good and will doubtless be used again when there are a suffi- 
cient number of scholars to justify the movement. 

There has been a good school at Factory Village (No. r) 
the past year. The teacher had the courage and tact to enable 
her to manage this school quite successfully. The deport- 
ment of scholars was generally good, and to this we noticed 
only one exception while visiting the school, which was in the 
appearance of a certain scholar whom the teacher took occa- 
sion to properly reprove. But it was observed that the 
teacher had the rzght hold of the school and would eventually 
succeed. ‘The school house has been repaired to some extent 
and painted, all of which was needed, and the house now pre- 
sents an improved appearance. 

The school at East Swanzey (No. 2) has been in charge of 
two different teachers, neither having taught in Swanzey be- 
fore. The first one resigned after the second term. As both 
teachers did good work in the school and were successful in 
their management and gave good satisfaction, we would make 
no discrimination. This has. been one of our largest schools, 
the whole number of scholars attending during the year being 
fifty-one. 

In order to attend to all the different classes in a mixed 
school of this size, the teacher has to economize time to the 
best advantage and work expeditiously, and then but a few 
minutes can be averaged to each class. There seems to be 
almost too much work here for one teacher and not enough for 
two separate schools as might be desirable. ? 
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The same teacher has been employed in No. 4 for eight 
successive terms with excellent success. We express much 
satisfaction, the same as last year, in having a teacher succeed 
as well near her own home and among her former school 
associates. 

On account of the resignation of the first teacher in No. 5, 
who had taught here successfully for several terms, another 
teacher was employed for the remaining terms. We report 
this a very fair school. It appeared well when we visited it, 
and the teacher earnest in her work. 

There has been a first-class school at Westport (No. 7) 
which has been kept by the same teacher who taught here 
last year. This school has been very much improved within 
the past two years under an efficient teacher. There have 
been fifty-one different scholars in attendance. It is hoped 
that the present standard of this school may be maintained. 

The same teacher was employed for the summer term in 
No. § as taught here the year before. The second and third 
terms were taught by a different one. Except for the bad de- 
portment of a few scholars the school would have been more 
of a success. We do not attempt to locate all the fault, but it 
scems that a few'young scholars, or a boy nine years old, 
ought to be governable at school with the parents’ codpera- 
tion, and not be permitted to continue in open disobedience 
and defiance of the teacher’s authority. 

The parents and scholars of No. 10 were much gratified 
to have their favorite teacher return to this school. She 
taught with her usual success the first two terms and then re- 
signed, to their disappointment and regret. The winter term 
was in charge of one who taught last year in No. §, and 
she gave good satisfaction. The school house has undergone 
repairs during the past year. It has new windows, and has 
been painted in the inside and papered; and the interior now 
presents a more attractive appearance. 

The people of West Swanzey district (No. 11) have 
reason to be satisfied with the prosperity of their schools. 
The whole number of scholars in attendance during the three 
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terms, has been 125. These graded schools have advantages 
over mixed ones in being better classified, and having no more 
classes than can well be attended to. 

The grammer department has been in charge of the same 
teacher three successive years. The school has been distin- 
guished for its good order. The classes have had the advantages 
of the best instruction, and under the most improved methods. 
An improvement might be made in this school by having a 
more definite course of study prescribed for each class, with 
the amount of work to be done each year, which the teacher 
and pupils would fully understand. 

The intermediate school has made good improvement. 
The teacher here made his beginning and mark, in teaching 
the young ¢dea. He was faithful, and proved himself a good 
instructor as well as a good disciplinarian. The order of the 
school room was without fault. " b 

The primary school has been one of our most interesting 
ones. A change took place after the first ferm, by having a 
different teacher who showed an excellent adaptation to primary 
work. ‘There was much improvement shown in these young 
minds at the close of the school year, which was evidence that 
the classes had received careful training, and good elementary 
instruction. 

The foregoing is a brief account of the most prominent 
features of our ten schools. They owe much of their success 
to the teachers who have been placed in charge of them. 
Some of the teachers might possibly have succeeded better, had 
they not worked at a disadvantage by not having a more 
united support. 

It is gratifying that there has been so little reason for com- 
plaint. It may be said that they have generally been faithful 
and efficient. We are often reminded, when visiting school, 
that it is easier to criticise what we see in others, than to make 
things perfect ourselves. 

We must expect to see faults in our schools from various 
causes, which it is sometimes difficult to correct at once. 

The patrons and parents should endeavor to become better 
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acquainted with their teachers, and understand better the man- 
agement of the schools and methods of instruction. To do 
this, it is necessary to visit school often. Those who ‘rarely or 
never visit school, can know very little about them; yet they 
may think differently themselves and ‘* know all they desire 
to,” as is sometimes remarked. 

Our school houses are, with few exceptions, in very good 
condition. Most of them have recently been painted and had 
some other small repairs as may be seen in the treasurer’s 
account. Not so much has been expended for this purpose 
the past year as was first contemplated. The house in No. 7 
needs shingling and some other repairs. Some grading is 
needed around the underpinning. No. 11 needs painting very 
much to save the building, and the interior is in a bad condi- 
tion, nothing of account having been done to this part of the 
house since it was first built about twenty years ago. The 
furnaces had becone so burned out that they had to be repaired 
the past year. Some grading had to be done on account of 
the fire district raising the walk in front of the house. 

Many of the school books of the cheaper grades have 
become so badly worn that they will have to be replaced with 
new ones another year. Some have entirely disappeared 
except their covers. The books of some schools have been 
much better preserved than those of others. This may be 
owing to the difference in the care of the teachers, or in the 
habits of the scholars. There is a tendency every year to be 
more careless of text books. A few appear to regard them of 
little value, judging by the way they mark, soil and tear them 
and sometimes throw them by the way-side. ‘The attention of 
teachers is called to this matter. They are expected to look 
after the school property which is placed in their care. 

The statistical table annexed to this report contains much 
important information in relation to our schools. In addition . 
to the studies not named in the table, 72 scholars attended to 
composition, 18 to bookkeeping, 37 to physiology, 29 to 
natural history, one to rhetoric, 15 to physical geography, 17 
to drawing, 20 to botany, and 118 to vocal music. 
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Before concluding this report, it is fitting for us to notice 
the ed a member of our school board. Alonzo A. Ware,= 
who was elected on the school board for three years at the last 
annual meeting, died suddenly of heart disease, February 8, 
in the afternoon, in No. 4 school house. He expired on 
entering the anteroom, before reaching the school room. He 
was there at his post of duty to visit the school at the close of 
the term. Mr. Ware has been identified with the schools of 
Swanzey for many years, and had showed great interest in 
their prosperity as a citizen, teacher, and school officer.
